in use at one time, only the maximum number of lights to be used at one time will form the basis for computing amperage load.) 

4— Relate your available power to the current carrying capacities in Table 2 and decide on adequate cables. 

5— Determine whether you have a two- or three-wire system and use either Table 3 or Table 4 as a guide in laying out your distributing system.

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MOTION PICTURE SET LIGHTING 

(Reprinted from "The Aperture"—workshop publication for 16mm Film producers published by Calvin Productions, Inc., Kansas City, Mo.) 


Motion picture set lighting is both a science and a creative art. There 
are no hard and fast rules or procedures in lighting a set or subject for 

the purpose of exposing motion picture film. This gives rise to some pros 

and cons, as does almost every other endeavor in the media. 

Set lighting is just as creative as any other phase of film production. 
It doesn't get as much publicity as some film operations, because the best 
motion picture lighting calls no attention to itself. It unobtrusively helps 
set the mood and present the subject. 

Almost without exception every scene to be exposed, both interior and 
exterior, can be improved with supplemental lighting. You may ask how 
the rays of the sun and their intensity can be changed. They can't, of 

course, but you would be surprised to discover how many outdoor or 

location shots have been filmed with the use of reflectors and camera 
filters to obtain th-e desired effect on the screen. 

It isn't a question of lighting or not lighting a set or scene. They all 
need light. The main thing to remember is this: Good lighting must be 
planned in advance and built up, rather than flooded on a set in a flat, 
uninteresting manner. 

We said earlier that there are no hard and fast rules for set lighting. 
While this is true, there are some basic elements to be mastered which 
have withstood the test of time, and you can't get a better recommenda¬ 
tion than that. 


Basic Lighting Set-up 

In this article we are primarily concerned with interior and sound stage 
lighting. In this area of interest the best lighting is usually simple. All 
lighting should be natural, as if lighted by the obvious, apparent light 
sources of the setting. And remember this: shadows are pretty, even arty, 
but there must be a reason for them or they will detract from the subject 
of the scene. 

In the vernacular of motion pictures, there are four basic subject lights 
to be taken into consideration. They are: the "key," the "fill," the "kicker" 
and the "backlight." Let's consider them in order. 

The key light provides the apparent principal source of directional 
illumination falling upon a subject or area. Exposure settings are deter¬ 
mined from the key light. Spotlights are usually used for key lights because 
their light is easily controlled. Once the intensity of the key light has been 
established it should remain the same throughout the sequence being 
filmed. This emphasizes the importance of pre-planning to the creation of 
good lighting on a set. The person responsible for the lighting of a set 
should be as familiar as the director with the action to take place on any 
set and the area to be covered by any camera movement. 

Key light intensity is determined, usually, by the light power ratio to 
the size of the set and the ability of the subject to work under lights. Most 
acting talent work better and for more sustained periods of time when the 
key lights are not above 250 foot candles. For this reason the camera 
department at Calvin prefers to keep the key light at a minimum intensity 
of 250 foot candles on normal subjects under average conditions to expose 
Ektachrome Commercial at f/2.8 with a 180 degree shutter. Other camera 
stocks require different set-ups. This should not necessarily be construed 
as a norm. The main thing to remember is to keep the key light intensity 
constant once it has been established on any sequence. 


Secondary or "Fill" Light 

The fill light is just that—it "fills" or "lightens" undesirable shadows on 
a subject or scene, and determines mood. In most cases scoops or pans 
with diffusers work best as fill lights as their light casts a minimum of 
shadow. The fill light is a supplementary light and should not affect the 
basic exposure reading obtained from the key light. 

The ratio between key and fill lights will depend on the type of film 
being used and mood to be expressed. Calvin's cameramen consider a 
ratio of 2 to I, key to fill, as normal on an average subject. In other words, 
a reading of 250 foot candles from the key light will require a reading of 
125 foot candles from the fill—depending on the mood. 


"Kicker" and Backlight 

Backlights and "kickers" are used to highlight a subject, also to add 
deplh and "roundness." They require considerable control. Spotlights are 
used for kickers and backlights because of these control requirements. 
Gobos and barndoors are useful accessories in this area where backlight 


must be pinpointed so as not to interfere with the other lighting require¬ 
ments. Basically, kickers and backlights function to separate the subject 
from the background. In relation to the camera position, the key light is 
placed on the side of the subject away from the camera; the fill light on 
the side facing the camera, and at the same height; the backlight opposite 
and in line with the camera, above and behind the subject. 


Background Lights 

Usually the background and foreground of a set require separate light¬ 
ing. Once the subjects within the set are properly lighted, other areas of 
the set which will appear in the frame need attention so the photography 
will have a uniform appearance. 

Many times the lighting of a subject will provide most of the light 
needed for background and set light. In general background lights are 
illumination separate from that provided for principal subjects or areas. 
By the same token, set lights are lights out of frame in the foreground. 
Both are used to fill otherwise dark areas on the set. A word of caution: 
variations a-bound. 


Lighting for Multiple Cameras 

For speed and efficiency in production, it is best to design sets and plan 
action so that lighting can be done in advance, with minimum changes 
between scenes. Background and set lights can be placed in position ahead 
of the actual filming to allow the light crew to concentrate on lighting 
subject and principal areas during the shooting. This advance pLnning 
saves considerable time once the cameras start to roll. 

To provide maximum space on the floor for camera movement and the 
mike boom, if sync shooting is involved, overhead lighting is most desir¬ 
able wherever possible. Key lights, kickers, background and set lights will 
normally adapt to overhead requirements. Fill lights, however, must be 
kept low—on the same level with the camera. 


Effect Lighting 

Effect lighting can be compared to character make-up on an actor, in 
that character make-up is used to change the appearance of an actor, and 
effect lighting is used to change the appearance of a set or scene. Careful 
study should be given to the effect desired and completely planned in 
advance. It will require experimentation to a degree, and is never the 
same on two different assignments requiring the same basic approach. In 
general, low and high fill-lighting will emphasize mood. Plain subjects, fac¬ 
tory interiors with mostly grey machinery, intricate machine operations, 
etc., can be made more interesting and appealing through the application 
of shadow areas with a purpose and the use of colored gelatins on the 
lights. 


Obtaining Depth 

Depth in photography is obtained with subject placement and camera 
angles. Lighting also plays an important part. Here, again, there are some 
basics to keep in mind. 

Perspective —The wider the angle of the lens, the greater the depth. 
Placing objects closer to the camera can give a similar effect of depth. 

Lighting —Side and back lighting gives more depth to a scene than 
front or flat lighting. 

Focus —Greater depth can be obtained by letting the foreground or 
background go out of focus. This duplicates the manner in which the 
human eye actually sees objects. 

Color —Background colors should be different than principal subject 
colors (flesh tones, clothing, etc.) to prevent the subject from blending 
into the background. 

Movement —Camera movement or subject action within the frame adds 
depth. Background haze also tends to make the background appear farther 
away. 

It is impossible to list more than a smattering of information on motion 
picture lighting here. The main purpose of this article is to emphasize the 
importance of lighting to the finished product. The subject of lighting 
could feasibly be a college major, with experience in the field the requisite 
for a thesis and doctorate. Our point is this: Nothing can be sluffed-off 
in a truly good production. An excellent script, top direction, perfect cast¬ 
ing and quality sets can be marred by poor lighting of one scene. 
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THE PROFESSIONAL USE OF REFLECTORS

The function of the sunlight reflector may be likened to that of the flash 
bulb in the still photographer's camera: to throw needed light into shadow 
areas of a scene to balance the illumination for best pictorial results. 

Reflectors are essential equipment for any producer of motion picture 
films. Even when booster lights are brought along to a distant exterior 
location, invariably reflectors will be found in use also, for quite often they 
can provide light of a different quality or can throw light from an angle 
not possible with a booster light because of the terrain or power problems. 
The small film producer, of course, will find reflectors indispensable; for 
reflectors can be made to serve his purpose in most exterior locations, 
making it unnecessary for his crew to employ the more costly booster lights 
and power generator. 

When reflectors first were used in cinematography, they were usually 
placed on the ground and tilted, with a stick supporting them at the 
desired angle. But the light thus reflected from a low angle was unnatural, 
and gradually reflectors were elevated—mounted on parallels to produce 
reflected light from a more natural angle. Outdoors, sunlight comes from 
above and it is only logical that reflected light, to appear natural and 
unobtrusive, come from an elevated angle also. Ultimately, the studios 
started mounting their reflectors on tripods or metal stands, with the 
reflector tilting within a metal U-shaped yoke mounted atop the adjustable 
stand. 

Until recently, users of reflectors built their own. Now, professional type 
dual-surfaced reflectors, complete with yoke and pedestal are available 
from Mole-Richardson Company, Hollywood, pioneer builders of studio 
lighting equipment. The M-R reflector is constructed of plywood V 4 -inch 
thick supported within a wooden frame. Overall size is four feet. The frame 
has fittings for mounting the reflector on a pedestal or for attaching a 
telescoping support at the back where reflector is to be used on the 
ground. The yoke and pedestal are constructed of steel tubing. The latter 
is adjustable from a low of 60 inches to a maximum height of 96 inches. 

The simplest and most obvious use of the reflector is to lighten up the 
shadow side of faces when shooting in a cross-light out-of-doors. For this, 
a fairly soft reflector—the aluminum papered surface—is usually best. The 
reflector should be placed well back from the subject so that the effect 
of shadow still remains, but with the shadow area lightened up sufficiently 
to permit the camera to capture necessary detail. Here, the reflector 
should be elevated so that the light strikes subject at face level or from 


slightly above. In any case, the reflected light should not be so intense as 
to cause subject to squint. 

Reflectors find important use also when the cameraman works in a 
backlight. Here, two reflectors should be used—one at either side of sub¬ 
ject throwing fill light towards both sides of the face—and a third placed 
somewhat closer to subject (with consequent "hotter” light) to provide 
a measure of modeling in the illumination. 

The skillful cameraman will achieve results with reflectors that are subtle 
and without making the use of reflectors obvious in the scene. Like every 
other cinematic treatment, when reflected lighting is overdone, it is 
distracting as well as completely unnatural. 

By using reflectors, action can be staged in shade, as for example on a 
porch, under large shade trees, or in the shadow of a house or tall build¬ 
ing. Here reflectors can be set up beyond the shaded area in such a 
manner as to throw reflected sunlight into the scene. Of course, this calls 
for shooting on the location at the time of day when the sun is in the 
right position to make reflector use effective. Where action is staged in 
deep shade, hard surfaced reflectors are the best to use, as their light 
beams hold together and carry for a greater distance than do those of 
soft reflectors. Professional cinematographers have been known to use 
reflectors in relays for this type of shot—bouncing the light from one 
reflector to another until the light reaches the desired spot. This, of 
course, where access to sunlight is not direct, as in the average type of 
shot calling for reflector use. 

Another professional use for sunlight reflectors is to provide back¬ 
lighting and rim-lighting. A typical example of using reflectors for back¬ 
lighting is where subject is out in the open, facing the sun. Camera angle 
permitting, a hard reflector is placed in back of subject to throw reflected 
light upon him to provide added separation. Sometimes two reflectors are 
better for this—one at each side, and toward the back. 

Use of reflectors in cinematography rarely poses an exposure problem. 
Once the contrast effect has been checked with the aid of a contrast 
viewing glass, the usual meter reading—either reflected or incident light— 
is read and the lens set accordingly. It sometimes happens that balancing the 
reflector-filled shadow-side of a face with the bright side becomes a prob¬ 
lem. To get an effect of natural, "open" shadow there should be about 
half as much light in the shadow as in the highlight. Increase or decrease 
the illumination of the reflector-lighted area by moving the reflectors toward 
or away from subject or scene, until the right balance is obtained. 


SPIN YOUR OWN COBWEBS 


Realistic cobweb effects for movie sets are now simple and inexpensive 
to produce for any movie maker, professional or amateur. The Mole- 
Richardson Company, Hollywood, long known for its quality line of motion 
picture set lighting and prop equipment, has developed a simple, efficient 
cobweb spinner that produces cobwebs so realistic they fool even the 
most expert of spinners—the spiders themselves. 

Because mystery and horror movies continue to be prime favorites with 
the public, and as almost every such movie has at least one scene in which 
cobwebs play an important part pictorially, there has been need for a 
simple means of producing the gossamer effect quickly-and with little or 
no chance of the effects man getting entangled in the web himself. The 
M-R Cobweb Spinner is the first item in a new line of products known 
as Moleffects. 

Simplicity of operation is the Spineer's greatest feature. The unit con¬ 
sists of a lightweight motor unit resembling an electric drill to which is 
attached a conventional multi-blade fan and a sturdy wire guard. Mounted 
immediately in front of the fan is the circular reservoir that holds the 
compound which is released through a tiny slot at the edge as the 
spinner revolves. 

FOG MAKER 

For motion picture scenes, there is but one way to produce realistically 
the effect of fog in a scene artificially. In recent years, the various major 
studios have developed a number of methods of doing this, but in each 
case the equipment used was of their own making. There has been nothing 
on the market in the way of a portable, easy-to-use commercial-type fog 
maker, until Mole-Richardson Company of Hollywood recently introduced 
its line of Fog-makers. Now realistic fog effects can be made easily and 
inexpensively for any type film production, be it a Hollywood feature, TV 
film, or an industrial or business film production. Cost of the M-R fog- 
makers is so nominal that any film maker anywhere can own one. 

Fog effects may be created indoors or out, and the fog cen be made to 
hug the floor or ground or remain suspended in the air. To aid in clearing 
the air after a fog scene is shot indoors on the sound stage, Mole-Richardson 
also supplies a compound which can be put through the fog maker which 
accelerates the dispersal of the fog it produced moments earlier. 

With the company's Type 1963 fog maker, there is provision for attach- 


To operate, you need only fill the reservoir with the fluid compound, 
screw down the cover, point the machine and pull the trigger switch. The 
result is a thin thread of fluid blown out five to ten feet for placement as 
desired. 

It was possible to decorate a small set with a cob-webby pattern in a 
matter of minutes. After the cobwebs have been applied, a further realistic 
effect is given the network by lightly dusting it with talc with the hand- 
operated spray gun, which is a part of the kit. 

The equipment is designed after the most modern contemporary equip¬ 
ment and techniques used in the major Hollywood studios. Perhaps the most 
important feature of the M-R Cobweb Spinner is the fact its product is 
never messy to handle, apply, nor to clean up after shooting is completed. 
The web structure is easily rubbed off props, furniture, etc. When difficult 
removal situations are encountered, such as the grooves of cut glass, etc., 
removal of remnant fragments is expedited by use of a small amount of 
Type 1914 Cleaner-Thinner which is part of the kit. 

Television studios as well as motion picture studios are finding the 
M-R Cobweb Spinner ideally suited to creating realistic effects quickly, 
simply, inexpensively. 


ing a fog cooling unit which, when filled with dry ice, cools the fog vapor 
so it will hug the floor or ground of the set to produce the effect of 
low-lying fog or mists. 

The fog maker units can also be utilized to produce the effect of dense 
smoke, without introducing the discomfort of real smoke on the set or 
location. On a recent location test of this equipment, it was successfully 
used to create the illusion of smoke from a forest fire. 

There is a versatile feature of the M-R fog makers which many Holly¬ 
wood studios have found beneficial when shooting on location away from 
the studio. The fog makers may also be used for spraying disinfectant, pest 
control insecticides, or scents for combating unpleasant odors. Thus the 
machine that was used to produce fog earlier in the day for one scene 
may be put to use spraying a location site to free it of mosquitoes, moths 
and grasshoppers—three pests which invariably plague location production 
crews and casts.
